The annual Mayor’s Prayer 
Breakfast has been cancelled 
this year, due to a number of 
circumstances. 

“Due to unfortunate circum¬ 
stances we have had to cancel 
this year’s Mayor’s Prayer 
Breakfast,” said Rov Brassard, 
a key organizer in the annual 
event which was scheduled for 
this Friday, September 19. 

The event, normally a great 
success, is usually held in the 
Spring - although this year or¬ 
ganizers tried to move it to the 
fall, which may be discussed, 
Brassard says. 

“We may discuss moving it 
back to the Spring, but we 
aren’t sure... it’s too early to 
really say anything yet.” 

This would have been the 
sixth breakfast, which normally 
sells out and is a non-profit 
event. 

The event was started after 
Brassard, a past Tory MLA, 
brought the idea home. 

“We were invited to attend a 
Prayer Breakfast while on a 
trip down to the States and 
were so impressed that when I 
returned 1 asked the Premier if 
he would like to host a similar 
event; which he in turn did,” 
Brassard explained, in a past 
interview, adding that after re¬ 
tiring from politics he was ap¬ 
proached by community mem¬ 
bers to spearhead a similar 
event in Didsbury. 

“Once we did our first event, 
the whole concept behind the 
Prayer Breakfast kind of took 
off and we’ve repeated the ac¬ 
tivity year after year. The Town 
of Olds has even started to do 
the same.” 

This year’s guest speaker 
was from Canmore and was 
scheduled to speak on world 
peace. 

Past speakers have been 
Stockwell Day, Lois Hole, and 
Jeanette Oak.

on an on-call rotating schedule 
so that there are available 
when a delivery comes into the 
hospital.

staff, and I guess it has finally 
hit home,” Hemming said. 

Rumors that have been cir¬ 
culating around the commu¬ 
nity, and have had many pa¬ 
tients and medical staff worried 
that the service will never re¬ 
turn to the community, should 
be dissolved, Hemming says. 

“I have met with the Vice- 
president, and at present this 
is what we need to do. It is only 
a temporary suspension and I 
am going to ensure that this is 
all it is,” Hemming added. 

For the long-term David 
Thompson Health Region will 
be trying to resolve the prob¬ 
lem for the long run. 

The Region is considering 
training a small cluster of 
nurses which would then be put

The service has been sus¬ 
pended due to a shortage in 
nursing staff, McFadden ex¬ 
plained, explaining that the 
health region has had difficul¬ 
ties in attracting qualified nurs¬ 
ing staff to the Didsbury hos¬ 
pital. 

Local Didsbury health au¬ 
thority representative, Grant 
Hemming, echoes the words of 
McFadden, adding that the na¬ 
tion wide shortage in nursing 
staff has finally hit Didsbury. 

“We have been hearing for 
the last couple of years that 
there is a shortage in nursing

“It is a temporary suspen¬ 
sion and we are trying to re¬ 
solve the problem as soon as 
possible,” McFadden said. 
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Town council considering 
proposed “Cat By-law”

Didsbury cat owners are ei¬ 
ther going to have to keep 
their cats inside, or tie them 
up in their own yards - or they 
could be trapped and hauled 
away - if a proposed bylaw 
makes it’s way through the 
process. 

The Town’s Community 
Constable and By-law Officer, 
Greg Hnatiuk, told town coun¬ 
cil at their last regular meet¬ 
ing that he receives a number 
of cat complaints each week, 
and believes it may be time for 
a by-law. 

“The main thing that I 
don’t think you would want 
to get into though would be a 
by-law that is exactly the 
same as a dog by-law,” 
Hnatiuk said. 

The by-law which Hnatiuk 
is proposing to council is simi¬ 
lar to that of, The Town of 
Bowden’s, which leaves the 
responsibility up to the 
complainant and the by-law 
officer wouldn’t be responsi¬ 
ble for chasing after these ani¬ 
mals. 

The main reason why 
Didsbury has a problem with 
cats is that there are a lot of 
wild cats, which adds to the 
problems when residents allow 
their pet cats to run around 
the neighbourhood, Hnatiuk 
explained. 

The Town of Bowden’s by¬ 
law, which Didsbury may con¬ 
sider adopting, is new to that 
Town itself. 

Basically, if a resident has 
a complaint about a cat they 
can pick up a trap from the 
Town office - which they rent 
out for $25 - and the trap is 
placed in the persons yard. 
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There are certain rules 
when the complainant has 
the trap in their possession 
such as the temperature 
outside cannot be below a 
certain temperature, the 
trap must be checked every 
hour, the trap cannot be left 
outside over night, and the 
trap must be placed in a 
shaded spot. 

The costs for the Town of 
Didsbury to establish such 
a by-law would be to buy 
traps - which run anywhere 
from $75 to $150 each - and 
also to start up a licensing 
program, which administra¬ 
tion says is minimal since 
there is already a dog licens¬ 
ing program in place, which 
Hnatiuk believes would 
probably be money well 
spent. 

“I think if you look at one 
of the biggest complaints I 
receive from citizens would 
be cat complaints,” Hnatiuk 
said. 

Additional costs could re-

suit in boarding of the cats and 
if the animal is not picked up, 
the Town would also then be 
responsible for the euthanizing 
costs. Also, once a cat is 
caught it has to be taken to 
some type of boarding kennel, 
which may cost the Town or the 
owner (if the animal is picked 
up) around $40 per hour. 

Much of council agreed with 
Hnatiuk’s proposal except 
Councillor Harry Penner. 

“I think you are getting into 
a whole hastle of things,” 
Penner said. “It is much too ex¬ 
pensive.” 

Councillor Gary Dolha 
didn’t disagree with the by-law,

Elementary students at 
Ross Ford Elementary 
School are having to learn 
in a construction zone this 
year, but it will be well 
worth it says administrators 
with Chinook’s Edge School 
Division (CESD). 

The $3,116 million dollar 
construction project began 
late last month and is ex¬ 
pected to continue through¬ 
out the entire year. The de¬ 
lay on the project occurred 
when inflation costs caused 
the cost of the project to rise 
above the approved dollars 
that the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment had given CESD. 

But, earlier this year the 
Province approved the 
project and construction 
has finally begun. 

“We are really excited 
that the process has finally 
begun,” said Ross Ford El¬ 
ementary School Principal, 
Dave Couves. “It’s reason¬ 
ably crowded right now, but 
it is working out fine and 
these renovations are very 
much appreciated.” 

The schools lighting, 
heating, and ventilation sys¬ 
tem will be undergoing com¬ 
plete replacement and up¬ 
grading, as well as parts of 
the outside grounds will be 
redesigned, such as the 
parking lot will be moved to 
the south side of the school. 

The tender for the project 
came in at $2.1 million 
which is lower than ex¬ 
pected, so extras that the 
school had on a “wish list” 
are able to be fulfilled, such 
as special lighting in some 
areas, linoleum flooring, 
and other extras that may 
not have been included if the 
bid was higher. 

At first, CESD, was told 
that they would have to cut 
the budget by thousands of 
dollars by their cost ana¬ 
lyser. 

“We were able to push 
back every single alterna¬ 
tive that we had pulled out,” 
said Terresa Dertch, Corpo¬ 
rate Secretary for CESD. 

Currently construction 
crews have started digging 
out for the new parking lot, 
and are also working on the 
South-East wing of the 
school. Once this wing is

ing out fine, and most stu¬ 
dents don’t seem to be expe¬ 
riencing any learning diffi¬ 
culties. 

CESD Board Chair and 
Didsbury area Trustee, Roy 
Brassard, is hoping that 
when the parking lot is con¬ 
structed that some sort of 
road for buses can be built 
to reduce some of the traffic 
flow right in front of the 
schools. 

CESD is already looking 
into the future as the con¬ 
struction of a new Didsbury 
High School (DHS) is on the 
horizon, and a possible site 
is behind the two schools on 
an area of land to the north¬ 
west. 

“We are looking at all of 
the alternatives for a new 
site for a new Didsbury High 
School,” Dertch said. 

CESD has been waiting for 
a number of years to receive 
funding to modernize Ross 
Ford Elementary School as 
it was sitting as their third 
priority on their audit list. 
Ahead of Ross Ford Elemen¬ 
tary was Spruce View School 
in second place and

School received an audit 
score of 970. Alberta Infra¬ 
structure agreed to look into 
modernizing any buildings 
that received a score higher 
than 800. 

Dertch says that it’s ex¬ 
citing that the project is fi¬ 
nally underway, and under- 


Didsbury High School in 
first - which have all been 
approved. 

The Province also con¬ 
ducted an audit approxi¬ 
mately two years ago on all 
government buildings - 
which includes schools - and 
Ross Ford Elementary 


stands the cooperation and 
hard work Ross Ford El¬ 
ementary students and 
teachers are going to have 
to go through, but in the 
long run it will be worth it.

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Ross Ford cuts teaching positions 
due to student decline

Ross Ford Elementary 
School may be experiecing 
growth in some of their 
classrooms as they are un¬ 
dergoing a modernization, 
but when it comes to student 
populations they are experi¬ 
encing a decrease. 

Dave Couves, Principal 
for Ross Ford Elementary 
School, explained that the 
school thought they would 
have a higher student popu¬ 
lation than they actually do. 

“We had a shortfall in our 
students and as a result we 


had to down size our teach¬ 
ing staff,” Couves explained. 

One teaching position has 
been eliminated as a result, 
and some students have 
been placed in a split class. 
Rather than having three 
classes of each grade, there 
are now two grade one 
classes; two grade two 
classes and one grade one/ 
grade two split class. 

The one teaching position 
was actually split between 
two half time teachers who 
have since been placed in 
other schools. No jobs were 
lost as a result of this stu¬ 
dent shortfall. 
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Cat By-law - a good idea 

Town council is tossing around the idea 
of a cat by-law, which in my mind is a 
great idea. 

I own a cat. Her name is Jezz (in case 
you cared). When I first bought, Jezz, I 
assumed the responsibilities that go along 
with owning her; the responsibility of 
ensuring that she is fed and watered, her 
litter box is cleaned, she is taken to the 
vet for her annual shots, and most impor¬ 
tantly that she is always on a leash when 
she is outside.

The Town would have to purchase approximately 10 traps, 
which could only be placed outside at certain times of the day, 
and once the cat was trapped it would be taken away and held 
for a period of time. If the animals are not claimed then they 
will be put down, which isn’t a nice thought, but residents pay 
taxes for a reason and they shouldn’t have to worry about 
their flowers being dug up from the neighbours cat or the strays 
that roam the streets. 

So, be sure to have a collar and leash on your cat when 
they are outside and have your animals fixed to reduce un¬ 
wanted kittens from being brought into the world. 

Town Council invites all residents out to their October 7 
town hall meeting, where this item will be placed on the agenda. 

Good job participants!

Understanding your tax bill; 
Town’s just the collector

There are times when 
residents look at their tax 
bill, and wonder what they 
are getting for their 
money. The Town is in the 
unfortunate position of col¬ 
lecting taxes on your prop¬ 
erty for things that have 
nothing to do with Town 
operations. When you pay 
your taxes, you pay them 
at the Town office, so 
there is an association of 
these costs with the Town. 

As an example, if your 
taxes are $1,800 per year: 

• The province col¬ 
lects $537.11 for education 
taxes from the Town. 

• Mountain View 
Senior’s Housing gets 
$18.12 

• Protective Serv¬ 
ices (police/fire/ambu¬ 
lance/disaster services) re¬ 
quire $366.83; Plus the 
debt portion for the RCMP 
building is another $66.49 

• Residents sup¬ 
ported building recreation 


facilities that cost $283.48 to 
operate. 

• The remainder of the 
debt portion reflects pay¬ 
ments on recreation and 
other debentures for $189.23 

The province helps 
with Community Services 
and FCSS, but your portion 
would cost $48.37. 

Capital expenditures 
on roads and other upgrades 
are funded from reserves & 
operating included above, 
with grants from the prov¬ 
ince (no federal help at all, 
though 10 cents a litre is 
collected by them). 

Planning is generally 
covered by user fees. 

Utilities costs are cov¬ 
ered by user fees. 

So, what are we left with 
to operate facilities, main¬ 
tain services, do all public 
works functions, pay all staff 
and Council, and any other 
miscellaneous expenditures, 
together with meeting all of 
your expectations of service? 
$325.65. There isn’t actu¬ 
ally very much of your taxes 


that we can use, is there? 

Municipalities have taken 
on much of the debt that the 
province has freed itself 
from, according to the 
Canada West Foundation, 
and have a substantial infra¬ 
structure maintenance defi¬ 
cit that is accumulating in 
cost and urgency. 

We are lobbying the fed¬ 
eral government to provide 
municipalities with the fuel 
taxes extracted by Ottawa 
from each litre that were 
originally to be levied for in¬ 
frastructure. 

When you think of how 
much more money other lev¬ 
els of government collect- 
particularly through income 
tax- compared to the amount 
the Town actually gets, I 
think you have a far more 
cost effective, responsive 
level of government right 
here in Didsbury. 

Don’t you agree that your 
getting good value for your 
$325.65?

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Families within Mountain 
View County still have a strong 
and supportive body to turn to 
when all else fails, or even when 
they just need a little bit of as¬ 
sistance to keep their life on 
track. 

The Central Alberta Child 
and Family Services Authority, 
is the new name behind the 
new authority, after three-and- 
a-half previous authority’s 
were amalgamated to create 
one larger region. The family 
services regions were shuffled 
to basically hold the same bor¬ 
ders as the health authorities 
when they changed on April 1. 

The amalgamation occurred 
in order to cut some adminis¬ 
tration costs, increase program 
spending, and increase the ser¬ 
vices available to their clients, 
explained the Authority’s Chief 
Administrative Officer, Mark 
Hattori. 

The Alberta Child and Fam¬ 
ily Services Authority offers 
child protection services, child 
welfare, subsidizing programs 
for families, family support, and 
a number of other programs 
which many families in the lo¬ 
cal areas rely on. 

“All of the programs that 
were previously available only 
out of Red Deer are not avail¬ 
able to everyone and there isn't 
an extra cost to this office,” 
Hattori explained, adding that 
it will really aide smaller offices 
that can’t maintain high pro¬ 
gram spending due to their 
population. The new region in¬ 
cludes the areas of which Dia¬ 
mond Willow, Keystone, 
Heartstone, and Ribstone pre¬ 
viously serviced. 

“In portions of the region, 
we can now offer things that 
the smaller regions couldn’t 
afford before,” Hattori added. 

Hattori’s staff held a Bar-B-

Q at the Didsbury office two 
weeks ago, which is located in 
the Didsbury Provincial Court¬ 
house, stressing to the commu¬ 
nity that their doors have re¬ 
mained opened and they are 
still 100 per cent committed to 
helping children and families.

In the fifties, in a small town not far from here, the local 
Doctor got so fed up with the telephone that he tore it off 
the wall and threw it into the yard. The good Doctor has 
been dead for years but I think of him often and I wonder 
what his reaction would be to the telephone as it’s used 
today. After he had sat for twenty minutes listening to some 
vague melody played by a thousand violins, would throw¬ 
ing the phone into the yard be enough to vent his frustra¬ 
tion? Or would he have to do something more violent. 

Last week I needed to talk to someone at TELUS. Our 
email was being flooded with junk but according to the tel¬ 
ephone bill we were paying $3.95 a month for “freedom 
internet security”. My husband handed me the latest phone 
bill and I found the number for internet help desk, he also 
pointed out a kindly note that suggested that to pay our 
bill and get news on TELUS products we should visit their 
web site. If however we still needed to talk to an agent we 
should call between the hours of 1 and 3 because that's 
when they were the least busy. It was 2:00 PM which looked 
like optimal time to me. I waited on the line for 23 minutes 
got a girl who said this was not her department, was re¬ 
routed, waited another 12 minutes and was told that free¬ 
dom internet security does not protect me from SPAM. I 
don’t know what it does protect me from, smallpox maybe. 

I, along with millions of other Canadians, am a Diabetic. 
Every year we support the Canadian Diabetes Assn, through 
Community Chest and personal donations. At the bottom 
of every Canadian Diabetes Ad or Poster a line of type tells 
you that “we are here for you, someone to talk to” and it 
gives a number. Maybe I just got them on a bad day but 
even after I got through the recorded preliminaries I found 
the whole endeavor totally useless. The person I finally talked 
to could not answer my question, didn’t have anyone to 
refer me to and was only able to give me some general in¬ 
formation about fundraising. Not the kind of thing that 
gives one comfort and reassurance. 

Fresh from my fruitless encounter with TELUS I called 
IKEA in an effort to find an odd sized bolt to repair a floor 
lamp. We had already tried local outlets but these bolts are 
evidently made only once every five years in one corner of a 
hidden factory on an unnamed, far northern, Swedish fjord. 
The call began with the usual recorded voice, “welcome to 
IKEA, if you want to know the location of the IKEA outlet 
nearest you press 1, our newest catalogue is available only 
at the store but if you would like to hear about this weeks 
specials press 2, for store hours press 3,.” it went on and 
on and then I waited for several minutes while an organ 
and some violins agonized their way through the same tune 
four or five times until a lady snapped “hello” into the 
phone. I explained my problem and she told me rather snip- 
pily that they did not have a parts department but if I wanted 
to bring in the lamp they would look through their broken 
and damaged items and see if there was a bolt there that 
would fit. I declined her kind offer. 

My sister signed up for bargain long distance rates but 
much of the time she can’t use it because the circuits are 
overloaded and she just gets a busy signal. When I called 
the 1-800 number on the manual for my dishwasher, I got a 
lady in Tennessee who gave me what she thought would be 
my the nearest Appliance Service Center. The number was 
for a store in Mississauga. 

Most of these calls begin the same way. “You have reached 
Egbert Jones and Company. Your call is important to us so 
please stay on the line until the next agent is available. We 
are experiencing a heavier than usual volume of calls so 
your wait time may be somewhat longer than usual. We 
apologize for this.” 

At this point I would like to see them add one more line. 
“If you have anything important to do, if you have high 
blood pressure or heart disease do not press any buttons at 
all and hang up now.”

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Divining 
methods, 
fact or 

fiction?

A still-unproven find of 
unmarked graves in Sundre has 
unearthed questions about the 
method used to make a 
discovery that has skeptics 
doubting. 

Two dowsers, Jim Haug 
from Bergen and Ernest 
Kvarnberg of Leduc, witched 
the hill with a divining stick 
and copper rods, respectively, 
and claim to have found more 
than 200 unmarked graves 
along walking paths on 
Sundre’s Snake Hill. 

How can this be, you ask? 
What is the science behind the 
method? 

“I don’t know,” said 
Kvarnberg with a shrug. 
“Don’t ask me to explain it 
because I can’t. All I can tell 
you is it works.” 

Kvarnberg, 83, describes 
himself as a human battery.

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never dug up one of the “dis¬ 
covered” graves to prove its 
existence - well almost never. 

Kvarnberg works as care¬ 
taker for cemeteries in his area 
keeping records. 

Once he and another man 
were digging a fresh plot in a 
cemetery, using the cemetery’s 
registry to "uide them to an 
appropriate spot for the latest 
arrival. 

Kvarnberg looked in “the 
book" and told the man where 
to dig. About six feet later he 
hit a box. 

“I wasn’t using my wand, I 
was using the book to tell us 
where to dig. I couldn’t figure 
that out. I’ve looked after those 
books for 20 years and there 
has never been a mistake.” 

Kvarnberg walked over to a 
nearby fence, broke off a piece 
of wire for a makeshift wand 
and sure enough got a reaction, 
proving to him there was in¬ 
deed a body in the box. 

“I went over to the next plot 
and there was a body there too, 
both unrecorded,” said 


Kvarnberg. He went one spot 
over and found a vacancy. 

Haug, 83, can’t explain why 
dowsing works for him either. 

He remembers back to the 
early 1930s when a Swede, who 
came at loose ends from 
Edmonton and ended up in 
Bergen.” 

This Swede witched wells for 
farmers in the area and became 
quite a help to people, as they 
had never heard of dowsing 
before. 

“I didn’t think much of it 
at that age, I knew people were 
getting helped and I guess eve¬ 
ryone thought, if he can do it, 
then alright!” 

Haug never thought to try 
it then or for another 20 years 
until his brother-in-law 
witched a well on his own 
land. Haug thought, if he can 
do it I might as well give it a 
try - amazingly it worked. 

Haug started witching with 
a crowbar but found it was too 
heavy. He fashioned a round 
steel rod and made that his tool 
of choice until one day he was 


carrying a round piece of wood 
and thought he must have 
walked across a water vein 
when he felt the familiar tug. 

“I tried green and dry wood, 
they both worked just as good 
as the steel rod so I’m not go¬ 
ing to pack that around 
anymore with wood being so 
much handier and lighter,” 
laughed Haug. 

Haug uses his talent to find 
water. He didn’t know he could 
find graves too until he went up 
snake hill with Kvarnberg. 

“I believe it works, every bit 
of it,” said Haug.

He said adults can lose 
sight of important aspects 
concerning youth at 
school. 

“People change as they 
grow, our education sys¬ 
tem is built by adults and 
adults don’t function as 
youth do, biologically or 
psychologically. 

Stewart said because 
adults believe in the way 
it should be and are not 
thinking in the terms of 
how it was like when they 
were going to school, they 
miss important factors in 
education. 

“It isn't like adult ideas 
aren’t good or they don’t 
have good input to offer or 
that we don’t need their 
ideas, but having youth 
input can make education 
as a whole more powerful 
for some and more enjoy¬ 
able for others.” 

Stewart will attend the 
conference determined to 
share what it is like for the 
average Canadian student 
where education is an 
equal opportunity and 
what can result because of 
that. 

“We have to realize 
there are different difficul¬ 
ties facing students 
around the world. In some 
countries students have 
difficulty travelling to 
school and deal with gen¬ 
der gaps where males en¬ 
joy higher status and more 
respect than females,” 
said Stewart.

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Question: What causes a child to wet the bed? Our 5- 
year-old soaks his sheets nearly every night, and it drives 
me crazy. 

Dr. Dobson: There are about 7 million kids in the 
United States who wet the bed nightly. They are a mis¬ 
understood lot. Many of their parents believe their bed¬ 
wetting is deliberate and that it can be eliminated by 
punishment. Others think these kids are just too lazy to 
go to the bathroom. These are wrong and unfortunate 
notions. Bed-wetting is often caused by medical fac¬ 
tors such as a small bladder, physical immaturity or other 
physical conditions. That's why you should begin by con¬ 
sulting a pediatrician or a urologist when bed-wetting 
starts. About 50 percent of the kids can be helped or 
cured by medication. 

For other boys or girls, the problem is emotional in 
origin. Any change in the psychological environment of 
the home may produce midnight moisture. During sum¬ 
mer camps conducted for young children, the directors 
routinely put plastic mattress covers on the beds of all 
the little visitors. The anxiety associated with being away 
from home apparently creates a high probability of bed¬ 
wetting during the first few nights, and it is particularly 
risky to be sleeping on the lower level of bunk beds! 

There is a third factor that I feel is a frequent cause of 
enuresis. During a child's toddler years, he may wet the 
bed simply because he's too immature to maintain 
nighttime bladder control. Some parents, in an effort to 
head off another episode, begin getting these kids up at 
night to go to the potty. The youngster is still sound 
asleep, but he or she is told to "go tinkle" or whatever. 
After this conditioning has been established, the child 
who needs to urinate at night dreams of being told to 
"go." Particularly when jostled or disturbed at night, the 
child can believe he or she is being ushered to the bath¬ 
room. I would recommend that parents of older bed 
wetters stop getting them up at night, even if the behavior 
continues for a while. 


Question: I get so angry at my kid for doing this. 
Every morning I have to strip and wash his bedding and 
pajamas. I told him last week that I would spank him if 
it happened again. Do you think that will help? 

Dr. Dobson: Most certainly not! Unless your child's 
bed-wetting is an act of defiance occurring after he is 
awake, which I doubt, his enuresis is an involuntary act 
for which he is not responsible. Punishment under those 
circumstances is dangerous and unfair. Your son is hu¬ 
miliated by waking up wet anyway, and the older he gets, 
the more foolish he will feel about it. 

The bed wetter needs reassurance and patience from 
parents, and they should be there for him or her. They 
would be wise to try to conceal the embarrassing prob¬ 
lem from those who would laugh at him. Even good-na¬ 
tured humor within the family associated with bed wet¬ 
ting is often very painful. 

Question: Aside from medical help, what suggestions 
do you have for dealing with this problem? 

Dr. Dobson: There are other remedies that sometimes 
work, such as electronic devices that ring a bell and 
awaken the child when the urine completes an electrical 
circuit. This conditions a child to associate the feeling of 
needing to urinate with the bell that awakens him. I have 
seen some dramatic success stories where "hard-core" bed 
wetters were cured within a few weeks using such a de¬ 
vice. Trying it certainly can't hurt. 

Until the problem is solved, I hope you can keep your 
frustrations at a minimum. A smile sometimes helps. 1 
received a letter from a mother who wrote down her 3- 
year-old son's bedtime prayer. He said, "Now I lay me 
down to sleep. I close my eyes, I wet the bed."

Dear family and friends, 
This has been a week of re¬ 
flection. Last Sunday was 
Sept. 7, the 2 year anniversary 
of the beginning of the Jos ri¬ 
ots. And of course, Thursday 
was Sept. 11, the 2 year 
anniversay of the New York 
attack. As we reflected on 
those events some of the things 
we remembered were the emo¬ 
tions that we experienced. 
Sadness and grief as we heard 
about people who died and here 
in Jos, as we heard about 
churches, mosques, businesses 
and homes that were destroyed. 
Fear as we saw the smoke from 
the fires, heard the gun shots 
and saw the crowds fleeing. 
Amazement and praise as we 
heard about Moslems and 
Christians helping each other 
and refusing to be drawn into 
the escalating violence, refus¬ 
ing to become part of the "mob 
mentality". And then relief 
when things began to get back 
to normal. Over all of this was 
learning to continue to trust 
God in the midst of a world 
seemingly falling apart, find¬ 
ing encouragement from other 
Christians, and finding ways to 
show God's love to those suf¬ 
fering as a result of the vio¬ 
lence. 

The sense of trust and secu¬ 
rity that we felt in Jos before 
the violence has never com¬ 
pletely returned. There is an 
undercurrent of tension that 
wasn't there before. But in 
most other ways things have 
returned to normal. Slowly 
things have come out of the 
"evacuation bags" and been put 
to use again. We are back to 
having normal activities at

Think back to the turn of the 
century. The rustic wooden 
boardwalks, the hitching posts, and 
the local train station being the hub 
for much of the Town’s business. 
Well, Didsburians are going to have 
an opportunity to relive a taste of the 
past. 

A local development 
company, Ashbury Design, has 
been working steadily over the last 
few months, and are putting the final 
plans together for the newest 
building, “Ashbury Station,” to be 
constructed downtown. 

The building will be located 
along Main Street (20th Street), and 
will be built on the vacant lot 
between A.G. Foods and the 
Mountain View Credit Union. The 
building will be a replica of an old 
train station, with modern 
conveniences. 

Ashbury Station will be a 
commercial strip mall designed after 
the many fabulous train stations that 
once dotted the landscape in the late 
1800s. The building will house retail 
and office space, a restaurant and a 
common area for the public. 

The building will measure 
more than 18,000 square feet, and 
will be one of a kind, says developer, 
Morris Monk. 

Monk came cross the idea 
about a year ago, while researching 
turn of the century architecture. 
Many hours have gone into the 
planning and design of Ashbury 
Station. 

“I thought that a train station 
type building would be quite unique, 
and it would fit the theme of Main 
Street," Monk explained. 

Ashbury Station will have two 
levels, and the common area will 
feature a mezzanine, which Monk 


hopes will be utilized by the public for 
such events as flea markets, farmers 
markets, bake sales, and much 
more. 

“This building will take people 
back to a simpler time,” Monk said, 
adding that is he very excited about 
the development. 

Besides the exterior fascade of 
the building, the interior of the shops 
will have the “old style theme.” 

“From the boardwalk that runs 
the entire length of the building to the 
mosaic tile floors and iron railing - the 
building will resemble the past, yet the 
merchants will have the luxuries of 
today’s modern conveniences.” 

Monk says he pressed forward 
with his idea because he felt it was 
time for more development, which 
will help liven up the downtown, and 
move more of the traffic north on 20th 
Street. 

“This will be the most ambitious 
construction project I have ever 
undertaken.” explained Monk, who is 


known for his expertise in the Custom 
Home Building sector. 

Dwayne Williams of Williams 
Drafting and Design has been 
responsible for the design of the building, 
and has been working hard with Monk to 
ensure that the building captures the 


publics approval and becomes a significant 
addition to the downtown strip.

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school. And though we are cautious, we travel to places close by in the eve¬ 
nings. 

We, as North Americans, sometimes have a difficult time believing that there 
are still areas in the world where people worship and sacrifice babies to idols. It 
seems like these things should only be a part of some study of ancient history and 
yet it is not that far removed from things that have happened in the past ten years 
or so in areas quite close to Jos. At prayer meeting today one of our missionary 
friends was telling of going to a village church where many of the villagers still 
worship idols and have a sacred grave where the idol worship takes place. There 
is a group of about 30 believers who worship in the little church there and the old 
chief of the village came to the service this week. It seems that he is quite open to 
the Gospel but as a traditional leader is also a leader in the idol worship so has 
quite a bit of pressure not to make a public statement for Christ. Accepting Jesus 
as Savior could easily result in his death. It was a reminder to me to cherish the 
freedom that I have to worship Christ freely as well as a reminder to pray for 
others in situations where persecution is a very real part of accepting Christ and 
to pray for those who share the Good News in those difficult areas. 

We had an unusual service this morning. The chaplain had asked four high 
school young men to prepare and present four sermonettes over selected passages. 
The general theme was communication. The first one to present, Philip, definitely 
has the "gift of speaking" (or as someone said, the gift of gab). He spoke for about 
20 minutes. He did a commendable job. He equated our communication with God 
to using a cell phone to talk to people. If your cell is not turned on, it doesn’t 
matter who is calling you won't receive the call. If we are not "turned on", in tune 
to hear God, we will not know when He is speaking to us. Just as a cell phone has 
to be plug into the power to be recharged, we need to "plug into" the power of God's 
word through our quiet time and devotions to be recharged. We may not under¬ 
stand how a cell phone works but we can still use it and rely on it for communica¬ 
tion. We may not understand everything that God does but we can still rely on 
him. After Philip's talk a student praise team led us in a number of choruses. I 
am sure by this time I wasn't the only one wondering how long the service was 
going to last. By this time about 40 minutes had passed and we still had 3 more 
sermonettes to go, with praise choruses in between. Brenton spoke for less than 
five minutes. He read his passage and basically said that based on this passage 
God expects us to share his good news with those around us. We should not be 
afraid to say what God tells us to say and to suffer the consequences if need be. 
The last two, Byron and Elias, were someplace between Philip and Brenton. They 
developed their passage a bit more than Brenton and had good points to share. I 
was very pleased that they were willing to even attempt to do what they did. 
Getting up in front of a group of adults to speak is difficult enough as a teenager 
but to "preach" would be more difficult still. We have a good group of great kids 
here at Hillcrest and I am glad God has allowed me to be here for so many years. 
I have known a couple of these young men for many years and it is a joy to see 
how they have become young men of God.

PUTTING PEOPLE AND RESOURCES TO WORK RESPONSIBLY 


Having a groggy 100 kilogram black bear wake up in his arms is not something 
Randy O'Neill planned on when he became an operator at BP Canada's Leismer 
natural gas plant near Fort McMurray. 

Like many petroleum companies, BP Canada regularly takes part in projects that 
help to preserve critical wildlife habitats throughout the province. 

For the past two years, BP has assisted a University of Alberta study of black bears 
to ensure these magnificent animals and their cubs continue to thrive in the boreal 
forest. Scientists want to know more about their feeding habits, reproductive 
patterns, cub survival and annual movements. The knowledge scientists gain from 
such a study allows them to manage the bear population more effectively. 

BP Canada field employees help by passing along information on bear sightings 
and by joining the scientists in their annual field work. 

That's how Randy O'Neill got involved. With his colleague Dave Durocher and 
biologist Sophie Czetwertynski, O'Neill helped locate an occupied den, tranquilize 
and remove the hibernating bear, weigh and measure it, take blood samples, and 
even pull a tooth for further study back at the lab (they grow back). 

Before they returned the bear to its underground den, each rookie on the crew 
held it briefly while another team member snapped a quick photograph. Being 
so close to a wild animal is so rare for non-

Premiums 

Insurers must collect enough money in premiums 
to pay for the claims submitted by customers. 
These days those claims are becoming more 
and more expensive as Albertans involved in 
minor collisions continue to collect sizeable 
awards for minor, non-permanent injuries. 

Operating costs 

These are the costs that are over and above 
claims payouts. They include all costs 
associated with running an insurance company, 
such as salaries, buildings, heat, lights, etc. 
Also, our taxes are high - $101 million was 
paid by insurers to the province of Alberta last 
year. Finally, we pay all costs of government 
regulations and the cost of the reinsurance 
needed for catastrophic events. 


Claims costs 

This is a key part of the equation. Claims 
payouts are directly related to the kind of auto 
coverage government says insurers must sell. 
Governments determine the kinds of claims and 
levels of benefits insurers must pay. In Alberta, 
claims costs amount to 74.6% of premium 


Investment income 

Insurance companies place the premiums 
collected from consumers into stable 
investments. In Alberta, that money is invested 
primarily in government and corporate bonds. 
In 2002, the insurance industry saw a 5.6% 
return on its investments. While this was a 
good return for the period, investment income 
was still down substantially. 


Facility Association 

Facility Association (FA) is a not-for-profit 
association for drivers who cannot get coverage 
in the regular market. All insurance companies 
contribute the funds to maintain FA. 

Earnings 

Profitable insurance companies are important 
to Albertans. They pay taxes, invest in 
communities, and employ people. Most 
importantly, they have the capacity to pay 
claims, to repair vehicles, to restore lost income, 
and to return accident victims to health.
